Brownlee Addresses Legis- 
lature for Two Hours in 
General Defensive Ad- 
ministration Reply to 
Non-Confidence Debate. 


Forcefully proclaiming his op- 
position to default in interest pay- 
ments as it would mean “more 
drastic than ever” curtailment of 
.expenditures and “reduction in 
public services,” Premier J. E. 
Brownlee, in speaking in the de- 
bate on the budget in the legi- 
slature on Wednesday entered a 
defence of his administration 
against the attacks launched earl- 
ier in the week by W. R. Howson, 
provincial Liberal leader and D. 
M, Duggan, provincial Conserva- 
tive leader. 

For two hours the Premier de- 
dended his administration and dealt 
with arguments raised in the non- 
confidence amendment of the Lib- 
eral leader, largely revolving 
around the charge that the govern- 
ment budgeting system was obsolete 
in that there was too wide a dis- 
crepency between estimated and ac- 
tual revenues, and that heavy de- 
ficits had accrued when surpluses 
had been estimated. 

He dismissed Mr. Howson’s charge 
that the Imperial Oil Company 
owned the government of Alberta 
by terming it “The Imperial Oil 
Bogey” and in response to criticism 
of overburdening taxation said that 
the rural people of the province 
have no idea of how well off they 
are in this respect. 


NO TAXATION RELIEF 

He gave no hope of any decrease 
in taxation in the immediate future. 

Dealing with contentions of. those 
who argued that in these times at 
least the province should live with- 
in its means, the Premier said. “I 
frankly and emphatically take issue 
with this policy, if it means we

At Least 75 Persons Re- 
ported Killed Or Lost 
— Property Damage 
Reaches $2,500,000. 
BRISBANE, Australia, March 

15.—Seventy-five persons were 
either drowned or are missing 
today as the result of cyclones 
on the north coast of Queens- 
land, centering between Cairns 
and Cooktown. 

Nine boats and launches were 
either lost or,missing. From one 
boat only three of a crew of 20 
were rescued, The trio was 
saved after two days and a 
night of tossing in heavy seas 
in an open rowboat, 

Ten persons were drowned 
when another small vessel over- 
turned, 

Several small townships were 
almost razed. Property dam- 
age was estimated at some 
$2,500,000. Most of the victims 
were negroes,

Explosion 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, 
March 15—Approximately 150 per- 
sons were killed when an ex- 
plosion of dynamite almost de- 
stroyei thé Port of La Libertad 
Wednesday. Following the terrific 
explosion which occurred at the 
docks, nearby buildings caught 
fire and four blocks were quickly 
consumed by the flames, Build- 
ings destroyed included the city 
hall and a church. 

In addition to the 150 believed 
dead, a large number of persons 
were reported seriously injured and 
hundreds of automobiles were rush- 
ed from the capital to the stricken 
city to bring them to hospitals 
here, 

Hours after the explosion the 
main part of the city was still in 
flames. The fire was spreading so 
rapidly, reports said, it was feared 
the entire city might be lost. 

The dynamite was being unload- 
ed from a ship when it exploded 
in a cellar and caught fire, Officials 
believe the blast was caused by 
sparks from a locomotive. 

Among those killed were many 
officials, including four customs 

agents, 

Scores of firemen were sent from 
the capital. Automobiles were com- 
mandeered and all trucks available 
were pressed into service to rush 
Red Cross workers and national 
guardsmen to the port. 

Communications with La Liber- 
tad were temporarily disrupted by 
the explosion which could be heard 
here, about 30 miles away. La Lib- 
ertad is the most important port of 
entry for the capital. 

The population of La Libertad is 
approximately 5,000, and it was be- 
lieved the loss of life may be much 
higher than first reports indicated. 


ALFONSO JUST 
MISSES DEATH 


PARIS, March 15.—Former King 
Alphonso of Spain and his com- 
panions on a lion hunt in the Sudan 
narrowly escaped death, said re- 
ports from Egypt today, in an ex- 
change of gunfire with a Sudanese 
patrol.

ATHENS, March 15.—Mrs. Samuel Insull, Sr., wife of the American 
utilities magnate, today was taken to the police station for examination 
after it became known her husband had fled from his apartment here. 


Mrs, Insull was taken into custody 


and questioned by police, They 
also quizzed Mme, Kuyemdjoglu, a 
close friend of the Insulls. Personal 
servants also were put on the grid. 

Mrs. Insull told police her hus- 
band had left, but said she had no 
idea where he had gone. 

Insull’s sudden disappearance 
came while high government au- 
thorities were declaring that Insull 
positively would leave the country 
in compliance with the official or- 
der that he had to quit Greece be- 
fore midnight. 

Some people believed he might 
have fled in the darkness to one of 
the thousands of islands of the 
Aegean sea, some of which belong 
to Greece, some to Italy and some 
to Turkey. General opinion how- 
ever was Insull had Paris in mind 
when he left. 

Unconfirmed reports today said 
Samuel Insull, Sr., Chicago fugitive, 
had disappeared from his home 
during the night and that police 
were seeking him. 

Mrs, Samuel Insull, Sr., sai 
day her husband, former Chicago 
utilities operator, had fled from 
Athens, butghat she did not know 
where he had gone.

Today members of the family 
went to Rockville Centre, Long 
Island, to identify Max Kasoff's 
body. He had been blindfolded, shot 
twice in the head and once through 
the neck, and there was a deep head 
cut where he had been struck.

It was 
frozen and partly covered with 
snow. The medical examiner fixed 
the hour of Kasoff's death as early

BUDGET DEBATE 
DUE 10 CLOSE 
DURING DAY 


Non-Confidence Amend- 
ment is Defeated—Supply 
Motion Will Follow 


By a vote of 38 to 19 the legis- 
lature on Wednesday defeated the 
amendment of non-confidence in 
the government, moved by W. R.

The budget was brought down 
on Thursday last and debate was 
then adjourned by Mr. Howson un- 
til Monday when discussion com- 
menced in earnest. ,

DRUMHELLER, March 15— 
| Bachelors have always been a much 


| maligned class but the bachelors of 
| the Berry Creek area who, in re- 
| cent years have pulled out to start 
farming afresh in some less arid 
| area are now held responsible for 
| causing a crisis in school districts 
| which were amalgamated twelve 
months ago into what is now known 
|as the Berry Creek School district. 

Inspector L. A. Thurber, official 
administrator for the merged dis- 
trict, points out that bachelor farm- 
ers had been heavy contributors to 
school revenues until the general 
trek to new pastures but a local 
newspaper reporting a_ recent 
speech by Mr. Thurber on this sub- 
ject quoted him as saying “In some 
places, families have moved out, 
while in others, bachelors have left, 
leaving scattered families in the 
district,” thus adding a moral angle 
to the question. 

In the Berry Creek district 77 
districts were merged when it was 
discovered that the majority of 
them were in danger of closing 
down schools due to the sudden 
exodus of taxpayers. In the past 
twelve months mill rates have been 
equalized and taxes reduced. Only 
four of the schools in the area have 
been closed down permanently 
while no public school pupil is now 
more than three and a half miles 
away from the little red school- 
house. Dormitories have been estab- 
lished in a few centres for High 
School students. Administrative 
costs, Mr. Thurber states, have been 
cut by 66 per cent. 

A similar merger is taking place 
in the Youngstown district while it 
is hoped to merge 18 districts in the 
Drumheller valley

(Ed's) mother. There was con- 
siderable misunderstanding between 
counsel and witness when His 
Lordship suggested that conversa- 
tion between witness and accused 
was in Swedish. Counsel had been 
asking exact words using English. 
His Lordship intervened here to 
suggest to Mr. Frawley, that this 
witness’ evidence should be given 
through an interpreter. 


INTERPRETER CALLED 

After evidence given by Alfred 
Olson for:an hour His Lordship 
suggested that the evidence be 
given through an interpreter.

He told of big-buying organiza- 
tions under-selling individual mer- 


chants, reducing general price 
levels through mass efforts, and 
crushing competition by sheer

While the committee spent an- 
other day listening to a verbal cas- 
tigation of department and chain 
stores, Hon. H. H. Stevens an- 
nounced Canadian rubber compan- 
ies would be investigated, especially 
through their trade organization,

PREFERRED DISCOUNT LIST 
Rubber footwear manufacturers 
said Mr. MacKay have a preferred 
list of customers, headed by 
six chain and department stores 
who receive a trade discount of 14 
per cent. Small merchants have 
been told they cannot receive the 
same discount even if they buy 
as much as the department stores. 
Less than a year ago, 50 or 75 Al- 
berta merchants pooled their buy- 
ing, offering a joint order of two 
or three carloads on a cash basis, 
“but they told us our money was no 
good and refused to deal with us.” 


BIG BONUSES PAID 

Large packing firms were com- 
pelled to pay a bonus to big-buying 
corporations, it was charged by the 
Alberta official. He handed the 
chairman a note, bearing the name 
of a firm which he said had been 
forced by a chain store to pay a 
bonus at the end of the year, after 
granting the usual trade discount. 
Another firm, he said, gave a dem- 
onstration bonus, sufficient to pay a 
clerk’s salary at a pre-Christmas 
sale. 

Independent merchants could stay 
in business if chain stores were 
prohibited from selling goods below 
cost, if the; were restrained from 
issuing seductive, deceptive adver- 
tising and if trade discounts ‘were 
placed on a volume basis without 
bonuses, Mr. MacKay said.

A FIFTY-FIFTY SPLIT? 

Edmonton and Calgary are each to receive 
a grant of $45,000 this year from the provincial 
treasury, as compensation or compassionate 
allowance for having been deprived of the right 
to levy a service tax. 

Inasmuch as the cities might have got 
nothing they are that much to the good, and 
the compromise is fair and reasonable from 
that stand-point. If it is assumed that the 
province was justified in depriving the cities 
of this means of raising revenue and appro- 
priating the power for its own use, the settle- 
ment is even generous, ; 

That the province was justified the cities 
will not concede, and apparently the Govern- 
ment is none too certain on the point since it 
is continuing the compensatory grants beyond 
the period promised, A satisfactory—and per- 
haps the best—way to settle the dispute is for 
the province to make the cities each a grant 
of say $30,000 a year in perpetuity. The prov- 
ince could well afford to do that since it collects 
twice the amount through the tax it has ex- 
propriated, and the cities need money quite as 
badly as it does 


“SAVING” MONEY FOR TRIBUTE 
The latest suggestion is that the four west- 

} ern provinces could save some money if they 

|| decided to get along without lieutenant-govern-

PRODUCING IN PERIL 

The plan to curtail wheat production in 
western Canada by propaganda has been aban- 
doned. Instead, the sale of wheat is to be 
curtailed by law 

That is the substance of parallel legislation 
introduced in the legislatures of the three 
prairie provinces and in the Dominion par- 
liament. In each of these provinces an Emer- 
gency Wheat Control Board is to be created, 
consisting of three members. This board shall 
have power to say, by license or otherwise, how 
much wheat a farmer may sell in the period 
between August Ist, 1934, and July 31st, 1935. 

That is the essential feature of the scheme. 
To make it workable the legislation proposes to 
clothe the Control Board with unlimited and 
arbitrary powers, no appeal being allowed 
from its decisions to the courts of the land. 

On what principle the board will be sup- 
|| posed to decide how much wheat a farmer nay 
sell, will no doubt be explained as the Alberta 
bill is discussed in the legislature. That it will 
be placed under some restriction, and given 
mandatory instruction on that very important 
point, is to be assumed.

Undoubtedly, if the amount of wheat Canada 
is to sell abroad is to be restricted, it will be 
easier to apply the restriction at some point of 
sale rather than at the point of production. To 
set a maximum acreage for each farmer, or 

demand a fixed acreage reduction, would in-

Th» Point chosen is at the first stage in the 
marketing process. The farmer will be allowed 
to sell only so many bushels as the board says 
he may sell. If he has produced more than 
that amount, the surplus will be left on his 
hands, and he must feed it, destroy it, or store 
it at his own cost and risk. The hope obviously 
is that the farmer, frightened at this prospect, 
will sow fewer acres this spring than he sowed 
last 

Crop curtailment is thus to be accomplished 
by compulsion indirectly exerted. If the farmer 
does not curtail production, it will be at his own 
peril. If the season turns out to be unexpect- 
edly favorable, he will be penalized for the 
bounty of nature. If he does not happen to 
curtail as much as the Control Board will next 
September think he should have curtailed, that 
will be his misfortune. If he happens to have 
curtailed more than enough, that of course will 
again be his bad luck. The Governments are 
not telling him how much he should cut down 
his acreage, they are only telling him to do it. 
And whether he does or does not do it, he 
takes the risk. 

With a world wheat surplus on one hand, 
and grass-hoppers, cut worms, drought and a 
Wheat Control Board on the other, the wheat- 
grower in this year of grace will need to be a 
prophet if he is to keep from going broke.

Canadian affairs are 
so much influenced by the pressure of events in 
United States, that we in time are bound to 
share in what prosperity is achieved south of 
the line. The British Colum- 
bia lumbermen, profiting un- 
der the NRA schedules, 
have ended a season of lum- 
ber exports exceeding any 
year since 1928. 

The Automotive Daily 
News, the trade paper of the 
automobile industry on this 
continent, in its February 28 
issue, announces on the au- 
thority of William S. Knud- 
son, executive vice-president

of General Motors Corporation, that the auto- 
mobile workers of United States will this year 


have incomes as large as in 1929. Production 
for February, 1934, was 117 per cent over 
February, 1933. 

The hourly wages of General Motors work- 
men, says Mr. Knudson, are this year “prac- 
tically what they were in 1929.” If. as expected, 
they work the maximum hours allowed under 
the NRA code, they will average about the same 
as in 1929. What applies to General Motors 
Corporation is said to apply to the automobile 
trade generally. 


The minimum wage allowed under the 
NRA code for automobile workers is 43 cents 
an hour, but Knudson says that only about 1 
per cent of the workers are on the minimum. 
The present average hourly wage of General 
Motors workmen is about 60 per cent in excess 
of the minimum.

Pleasant Associations 
Easily Remembered 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Ih today’s article, | am going to try to give 
you some suggestions about how to let associa- 
tion of pleasant ideas help you to remember. 

First, we will take an experience which you 
have probably had many times. Suppose you 
want to remember something. Little pictures 
begin to flash into your mind 
and one suggests another. As 
you trace each one backward, 
the last one will finally re- 
mind you of the fact you were 
trying to remember. 

This method is especially 
good in recollecting where 
you put away some object 
which you can not now find. 
Suppose it was a letter. You 
remember that you had it last 
in your hand reading it by 
the front window. Next, you will recall that 
one of the children came in and asked for an 
apple. Next, that you went after the apple. 
This will remind you that you stopped to wash 
the child’s hands before giving him the apple 
and at this point you will distinctly remember 
that you put the letter under the soap-dish. 
Now you go to the spot and find it. By trac- 
ing the happenings associated with the letter, 
you will remember where to look for it. 

The above example applies to a situation 
when you are trying to remember back; but 
you can also use it at the time you are putting 
something away in your memory. With the 
idea you want to remember, associate one or 
two other ideas. Suppose you want to remem- 
ber a telephone number and it is 1124. Stop 
and look at it and think of something else with 
it which will help to fix it in your mind. You 
may recall that you met that person on the 
eleventh day of the month and that he has 
promised you two dozen fresh eggs. The npxt 
time you want the number, you will recali 11 
and 24, and it will flash into your mind like a 
shot. 

When you want to remember any fact, make 
use of this rule: It will be far easier for you 
to remember it if the ideas associated with it 
are pleasant ones. You remember most quickly, 
ideas associated in your mind with pleasant 
thoughts. 

Any fact that is linked with unpleasantness 
in your mind, you will easily forget. I am going 
,to show you how this rule of unpleasant asso- 
ciation works: Suppose you have a hard time 
thinking of a certain man’s name. You can 
never seem to remember it. The chances are 
that you had some unpleasant dealing with 
him, and your mind will not remember his name 
quickly which means that your mind is protect- 
ing you from this painful memory. Such a de- 
vice is really a measure of protection on the 
part of your mind, as it tries to bury some 
unpleasant memory which would prick and 
hurt if remembered often. Another example of 
the same thing occurs when we remember some 
dates or appointments, but forgot others. You 
will easily remember a date to go to the show 
where you expect to have a very pleasant time, 
but will easily forget all about an appointment 
with the dentist. Those dates which easily slip 
your mind are those you don't want to keep.

QUESTION—T. U. of Ottawa, Ontario, Can- 
ada, writes: “I would be very pleased to secure 
a copy of your recipe for making potato soup.” 

ANSWER—To make potato soup you are to 
peel and dice potatoes to equal three cupfuls 
and place over fire with three or four cups of 
water. Cook until tender, and add about three 
cupfuls of milk or thin cream and two table- 
spoonfuls of chopped parsley. Serve with thin 
strips of Melba toast. By using celery instead 
of the potatoes you will have a delicious non- 
starchy soup. 


QUESTION.—“A Bachelor” inquires: “Why 
do you say that married people live longer than 
single ones?

ANSWER—The most reasonable explanation 
which I can give you of the fact that married 
people live longer than single ones is as fol- 
lows: Those who are married tend to have more 
regular habits than those who are unmarried, 
especially in regard to food.

A Day in Canadian History 


MANITOBA'S FIRST 
LEGISLATURE 


On this date in 1871 the first 
Legislature of Manitoba con- 
vened for business. There was, 
of course, no parliament house. 
A. G. B. Bannatyne, a Red River 
pioneer, loaned his house, which 
had been remodelied so as to 
provide one room for the Legis- 
lative Council and two turned 
into one for the Assembly. 

It must have been a strange 
sight for the hardy pioneers of 
the West to see the lieutenant 
governor, Adams G. Archibald 
(from Nova Scotia), drive up “in 
state” from his official residence 
at Upper Fort Garry; to look at 
the guard of honor composed of 
24 members of the Ontario Rifles; 
and, if lucky enough to get in- 
side, note that the council cham- 
ber had been draped in scarlet 
like a miniature Senate, and that 
the room for the Assembly was 
furnished in green, just like the 
Commons chamber at Ottawa. 

Ridiculous though it may seem 
under the circumstances, there 
was even a gentleman usher of 
the black rod (Captain Villiers 
from Ontario) who summoned

, the lower house to the upper 

(next door), where its members 
| were told to go back and elect 

a speaker. This they did by choos- 

ing Joseph Royal, of St. Francois 
| Xavier, as their Speaker, and 
then trooped back to the upper 
house, where his honor (‘or it 
may have been “his excellency 
in those days) read a “speech 
from the throne,” first in English 
and then in French, just as was 
done at Ottawa. It told the seven 
councillors and the 24 members 
of the Assembly that they were 
partners in a great experiment 
and an historic occasion, for it 
was the first time that so small 
a population had been granted 
elective and representative insti- 
tutions, and it was for them to 
prove that the Dominion gov- 
ernment had “not underestimated 
your fitness to discharge the 
grave duties you have under- 
taken.” 

Mr. Bannatyne, who loaned his 
house for this first legislature of 
Manitoba, was M.P. for Proven- 
cher, 1875-78, being elected by ac- 
clamation after Louis Rlel’s sec- 
ond election there had been an- 
| nulled.

It is the most elementary of trade laws that the price must 
fit the buyer’s purse.* Should a code fix the price of the cheapest 
chair at one dollar, a man having only minety cents will not buy 
a chair but will salvage a discarded wooden box to sit on. You 
can fix a price by law; but no law can make a man buy unless 


he has money. 


That is why the Ottawa enquiry is a pathetic travesty. We are 
governed in buying and selling by the need of money with which 
to do business. Money in Canada has been deliberately contracted 
to about ten or eleven per cent of the amount of the bank deposits. 
Even out of this contracted circulation, a substantial part is tied 
up in payment of public utility charges for light and water, and 
in payment of rates and taxes; so that only a skeleton currency is 
left for retail business. Therefore the Ottawa enquiry in order 
to succeed must be able to show that business can be carried on 
without money; and this is impossible. | 


The only cure for the retail business in Canada is an immense 
increase in the volume of money in circulation; it is the function 
and duty of the Dominion government to provide this money; and 
to ascribe to the Hon. Mr. Stevens any ignorance of these facts 
would be to do him an injustice. The stern necessity of some 
indirect political action must have driven him to champion the 


enquiry. 


Money made available for all practicable works of construc- 
tion, repair and improvement (even though having only a future 
value) or reasonable terms as to security is the only prescription 
which will restore the rate and volume of wages and salaries, 
put a full condition of employment into effect, and bring buyers 
with the cash price into the retail stores. Codes can be piled sky 
high but will not take the place of the needed wage and salary 
money which alone can bring back the volume of business. 


The Stevens Enquiry and 
the Wage-Earner

verissimo Mascagni opus. 


NOBLE VENTURE 

It was a noble venture on be- 
half of the Musical Club, It alone 
has provided opera in the last few 
years to at least re-kindle the de- 
sire to hear more, And what bet- 
ter, or more popular work could 
have been selected? Studded with 
vocal and _ instrumental gems, 
Bizet's masterpiece remains one of 
the most brilliant as well as popu- 
jar of standard works. With the 
ingratiating “Habanera”, the invig- 
orating “Toreador” song, the 
“Gamins Mafch", and many oth- 
ers, it has a succession of melodic 
gems unfailing in their charm. 

One would not expect that the 
performance was flawless. It was 
not. Far from it. But there was 
such a preponderance of merit over 
demerit that the shortcomings can 
be readily overlooked. No one 
expects perfection in presenting 
such a work with a large cast of 
amateurs, Seldom is such a work 
flawlessly presented by profession- 
als 

But the opportunity to hear “Car- 
men” as well sung and interpreted 
as it was, was welcome in every 
way. 

CREDIT TO MRS. CARMICHAEL 

To Mrs. J. B. Carmichael goes in- 
finite credit for her general musical 
direction of the work. She can- 
ducted combined chorus and or- 
ehestra with precision, fire and en- 
ergy, communicating her boundless 
enthusiasm to all coming under the

Roosevelt Intimates Plan 
to Be Sent Back in 


Future 


By KEN CLARK 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—The 
St. Lawrence Waterway Treaty, ne- 
gotiated by the governments of ex- 
| President Herbert Hoover and 
| Prime Minister R. B. Bennett in its 
present form, was a dead issue last 
night as far as the United States 
senate was concerned. Not so at the 
White House, where even as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt admitted the rejec- 
tion of his request for ratification, 
he intimated he would reintroduce 
the measure in some form. 

The administration's attitude was 
expressed as being “as sure as 
death” a St. Lawrence seaway 
would be built. Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self expressed apprehension that 
failure of the senate to ratify would 
place the canal entirely under Ca- 
nadian control. 

The certainty of a channel capa- 
ble of carrying ocean going freight- 
ers from the head of the Great 
Lakes to the Atlantic was echoed 
by Senator Robert Lafollette, Pro- 
gressive-Republican of Wisconsin, 
one of the leading advocates of the 
treaty in the senate, After defeat 
of the measure by a vote of 46 for 
and 42 against, falling 18 short of 
the necetsary two-thirds. 


Lafollette told newspapermen, 
“This is just the beginning of the 
fight.” 


Senator Lafollette represents the 
attitude of senators from the lake 
states other than Illinois, which has 
a special interest in Lake Michi- 
gan and the diversion of water 
from the lake for use in the Chi- 
cago drainage canal,

must cut services to bring expendi- 
tures within estimates of revenue 
at whatever low level revenues may 
temporarily reach.” 

Dealing with the subject of de- 
fault, the Premier said that “If you 
refuse to pay interest, you can hard- 
ly expect to collect it.” 

He then proceeded to show the 
effect of default upon Alberta. 

In 1931, he said, expenditures on 
income account totalled $18,017,543, 
from which there should be de- 
ducted $5,782,068 debt charges, 
leaving $12,235,475. 

Expenditures on capital account 
for ordinary services totalled $8,- 
797,922 and Dominion contributions 
for unemployment relief $686,602 
or a total of $9,484,524, thus mak- 
ing the total requirements $21,720,- 
C00. 

Against this there was ordinary 
revenue of $15,710,962, from which 
there could be deducted subsidies 
of $1,670,435, leaving $14,040,527. 
From this again would be deducted 
interest received by the province 
of $1,788,068, leaving $12,252,459, to 
which there should be added ordin- 
ary capital revenue of $688,822, 
making a total income of $12,941,282. 
Thus with this revenue and ex- 
penditures of $21,720,000 there 
would be a shortage of $8,778,718. 


FACED BY SHORTAGES 

By the same process of reason- 
ing, he found total requirements of 
1932 to be $21,718,958 with total in- 
come placed at $12,440,061, leaving 
a shortage of $9,278,897. 

Also following the same reason- 
ing, total 1933 requirements were 
placed at $17,029,705 and total in- 
come at $13,728,359, leaving a short- 
age of $3,301,345. 

“Thus,” he said, “default in the 
last three years would have left 
us just $21,356,960 short. 

“Default in interest would mean 
that we would have to curtail more 
drastically than ever in our expend- 
itures. We should educate our 
people more thoroughly to just what 
default means,” he said in contend- 
ing that interest rates must be met. 

He continued by stating that Brit- 
ish Columbia had adopted a more 
practical plan than default, in that 
it advocated consolidating sinking 
funds and then would pass legisla- 
tion making bonds recallable that 
are not now recallable and refund 
the issue at cheaper rates. This 
was a suggestion worth watching. 
But it was conceding by that prov- 
ince that interest rates could not 
be brought down by invitation. 


WOULD FOLLOW B.C. LEAD 

“I will not refuse to take a les- 
son from the British Columbia pre- | 
mier if he shows he has any good 
ideas,” he said, 

The Premier said he had no apol- 
ogies to make for the fact that the 
budget now before the house was 
replete with hope. “But I contend 
we are justified in our hopeful at- 
titude,” he said. He quoted from a! 
despatch from Quebec regarding the 
budget there, in which it was said 
the government was of the opinion 
that reductions had been made to 
the point of low ebb and it was 
“hoped” for greater revenue. 

“Alberta,” he said, “is the only 
Canadian province to bring its level | 
of expenditure below that of 1921. 
Since 1929 and 1930 the gasoline tax | 
has gone up one cent and we have 
put on an income tax. I admit that 
the income tax is only bringing in 
about $600,000, but in good times it | 
would yield more than $1,000,000. If 
the province can ever get back to} 
the levels of 1929 and 1930 we will 
catch up again, record surpluses, 
and give relief to those services that 
are strangled, Revenues are going | 
up for the first time since the de- | 
pression—even the telephones are 
going up, Dominion revenues are 
going up by leaps and bounds.”

“Taking the Dominion province | 
by province,” he said, “only Mani- | 
toba has come through better than | 
Alberta,” he said 

“British Columbla this year,” he 
said, “was budgeting for a deficit of

Dealing with the suggestion that | 
revenues should be ear-marked and | 
allocated for specific purposes, the 
Premier declared himself against it. |

ON ‘TOPSY’, 85 


Fanny Wentworth, Fa- 
mous Uncle Tom’s Char- 


acter Passes Away 


WATERTOWN, S.D., March 15.— 
Topsy is dead. The original inter- 
preter of that inimitable character 
in “Uncle Tom's Cabin” died in a 
hospital in her 85th year after liv- 
ing in retirement more than 25] 
years. ‘ 

She was Fanny Wentworth, stage 
star of the later 19th century, who 
had toured North America and 
Europe. Simple funeral services 
were held Tuesday. 

Fanny Wentworth at 16 joined 
the original J. J. Ryers Company 
which first played “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,” taking the role of Topsy. 
Later she appeared in support of 
Edwin Booth, the senior Barry- 
mores, Lillian Russell and Keller, 
the magician. 

Her forte was character sketches 
and Irish dialect songs and it was} 
this type of acting which so enter- 
tained Queen Victoria that she was 
commanded to appear before Her 
Majesty several times. 

At 20 Fanny Wentworth was mar- 
ried to Henry Osborn, Philadelphia 
lawyer. 

After Osborn’s death she resumed 
her career in the east, joining casts 
which were headed by the Barry- 
mores and other famous figures 
of that era. 

In Montreal she became acquaint- 
ed with James Porteous, son of a 
prominent Scottish family, and they 
were married. She refused to for- 
sake the stage, however, and con- 
tinued to appear in stock companies 
in Chicago, New York and other 
large cities. 

The couple moved here in 1906. 


QUARREL, SHOOTS

Turning his attention to criticisms | 
that special warrants had been is- 
sued within a few days of the clos- 
ing of the session, the Premier said | 
the explanation was simple enough. |

fiscal year which required settle- 


cipated, Also the legislature, after 
passing the estimates, ratified

speak from hurried notes and 
begged the indulgence of the House, 
Sir, in the event of his being some- 
what rambling in 
his remarks, the 
apology was un- 
necessary, Mr. 
Speaker, for the 
Honorable the 
Premier, Sir, al- 
though he cover- 
ed a great deal 
of ground, did } 
not ramble, Mr. 
Speaker. 

The _ premier, 
Sir, was on the 
defensive, al- 
though he felt, 
Mr. Speaker, that 
defence was un- 
necessary. In- 
deed, Sir, at one 


time he consid- 
ered letting the 
debate close ; 


without taking j 
part in it, so well The Capitol 
had the ground been covered by 
his followers, Mr. Speaker, and so 
little of constructive criticism was 
there, in the premier’s opinion, Sir, 
to answer. 

And the premier was not saying 
this in any mean spirit, Mr. Speak- 
er. He had appreciated the mod- 
erate way in which Honorable 
leaders of the Liberal and Con- 
servative opposition had expressed 
themselves; but, Sir, in saying this, 
he did not think it was unkind to 
say, Mr. Speaker, that a fair sum- 
ming up of the speeches of the 
honorable leaders, in one sentence, 
Sir, was that their only criticism 
was that in the last three or four 
years the government had failed to 
balance its budget or to estimate 
correctly its revenues and expendi- 
tures, and by reason of this fact, 
they had lost the confidence of the 
people, Mr. Speaker.

MANYY LEGAL 
PRECEDENTS 
BROUGHT UP 


Counsel Claims University, 
As Arm of Crown, Can- 
not Be Sued 


Holding to the position that the 
University of Alberta is an arm of 
the crown in the same sense of its 
being a government institution, S. 
W. Fields, K.C., associate counsel 
for the Board of Governors of the 
University of Alberta, cited many 
legal precedents before the appel- 
late division of the supreme court 
of Alberta, Thursday, as he sought 
to swing the appellate division to 
his support in the appeal against 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Ives, 
by which C. H. A. Powlett, Calgary 
barrister, and his son, Armand, 
were awarded a total of $56,860 
damages as a result of the son be- 
coming insane from his ordeal at 
the freshmen’s initiation ceremonies 
in the fall of 1932. 

S. B. Woods, K. C., spoke for the 
University for the first three days 
of the week, and the Powlett coun- 
sel, A. L, Smith, K.C., Calgary, 
Ronald Martland, Edmonton, and | 
Mr, Powlett himself are still to be 
heard. . 


PRINCIPLE STILL HOLDS 

Mr. Field cited the old principle 
that “the king can do no wrong,” 
and asserted that this principle still 
holds good, except where it has| 
been modified in the case of breach | 
of contract. By the king is meant 
any servant of the crown in any 
British country, he said. 

Mr. Justice McGillivray asked Mr. 
Field if he would extend this prin- 
ciple to mean that every school 
district is an arm of the govern- 
ment, and so cannot be sued. 

Mr. Field admitted that he would 
not go so far, 


“Would you include the high 
schools in Calgary then?” 
“No.” 


“Then you make a distinction be- | 
tween higher and lower education?” 
said Mr. Justice McGillivray. 


U. 8S. DECISION MENTIONED 

Mr. Justice Mitchell asked if the 
grant to the University is not made 
out of the general revenue of the 
province, and Mr. Field said that it 
was. Mr, Field then went on to deal 
with various clauses of the Public 
Utilities Act of Alberta to draw a 
parallel,* and in citing cases of 
other courts bearing on similar 
cases, mentioned a United States 
decision. 

“What court was that?” asked Mr. 
Justice McGillivray. 

“Oklahoma,” said Mr. Field. 

“Give ‘em the Kentucky ones 
too,” interjected Mr. Smith, amid 
some laughter, the reference being 
to the fact that judges in some of 
those states are men not even law 
graduates, elected as judges, and 
are not familiar with the laws they 
administer. 

Mr. Field then dealt with the 
bonds issued by the provincial gov- 
ernment for University expenditure, 
amounting to more than $4,000,000 
and guaranteed by the government, 


HELD IN TRUST 


Mr. Justice Clarke wanted to 
know why title to University prop- 
erty was vested in the board of 
governors, if it is an arm of the 
government, Mr, Field said that it 
is held in trust for the crown. 

“Supposing the University piles 
up some millions in reserve, then 
the government can demand that 
money, can't they?” queried Mr. 
Justice McGillivray. 

Mr. Justice Mitchell threw in that 
there seemed to be a missing link— 
“that the crown assumed the debt, 
and the title is vested in the board 
of governors.”

Dogs who are “foot-loose and 
fancy free” will no longer be 
that way if a suggestion made by 
Ald. J. W. Fry to city council, 
and supported by Ald. H. D, 
Ainlay, becomes law. 

Ald. Fry favors a bylaw pre- 
venting dogs from running at 
large because of the damage they 
are causing in many cases. 

Ald. Ainlay states ‘man's best 
friend” is particularly hard on 
the gardens. 

Calgary has a bylaw providing 
that dogs must not be allowed to 
roam at large. It is suggested 
that similar legislation be -insti- 
tuted here. 

“Do you think there is any 
merit in the proposal?” the B, I. 
R. asked today. 


Here are a few ideas: 

DENISE OWEN, dog lover: “I 
think it. would be cruelty to the 
animals to tie them up and only 
allow them out on the leash. Dogs 
are naturally wanderers and 
would suffer more from con- 
finement than, well, say cats. On 
the other hand, I don’t believe 
that dog-owners should allow 
their animals to damage other 
people's property. In such cases 
measures should be taken by the 
owners to prevent their pets be- 
coming a nuisance. But I am cer- 
tainly not in favor of taking 
their freedom away from them.”

ALD. J. W. FRY: “It is alright for 
people to talk about cruelty to 
animals, but I don’t for one mo- 
ment believe that the proposal I 
have made would result in cruel- 
ty. I have not suggested how 
dogs should be controlled. But 
undoubtedly some action should 
be taken. Why, some of the dis- 
tricts in the city are becoming 
glorified ‘dog farms’. Why should 
property-holders have to put up 
with the nuisance created by dogs 
—trampling of gardens and other 


wanton destruction?”

the suggested measure have been 
woefully exaggerated. In isolat- 
ed cases no doubt dogs do dam- 
age. But I for one don’t believe 
for one instant that they are the 
menace they are said to be, In 
fairness to those people who don't 
own dogs, or to those who have 
suffered from damage done by 
them, I certainly think that own- 
ers of dogs who consistently 
cause this trouble should take 
steps to prevent it. Vicious dogs 
should either be chained up or 
destroyed. They are the ones 
that do the most harm. But gen- 
erally speaking, I do not think 
that the suggested plan is a wise 
one.

1932 CAVEATS 
INVESTIGATED 
BY ASSESSOR 


Taxpayers Asked to Give 
Reasons for Non-Pay- 


ment of Arrears 


Informed by Thos. Walker, city 
assessor and tax collector, that they 
must advise the city of reasons for ; 
non-payment of taxes on properfies 
caveated in 1932 or prior thereto, 
approximately 300 property-holders 
have visited the fax offices during 
the past few days to make the | 
necessary reports. The expiry date | 
for these reports was Thursday, 
March 15. 

About 800 of these notices were 
mailed to taxpayers in arrears, and | 
while only 300 reported to the 
assessor in person, a large number 
stated their reasons for non-pay- 
ment by letter. 


ACTION PROPOSED 

This action was taken subsequent 
to a resolution moved by Ald. J. H. 
Ogilvie and adopted by city council. 
It reads as follows: “That provisions 
of the Tax Recovery Act and City 
charter as to enforcement of pay- 
ment of taxes on properties caveat- 
ed in 1932 or prior thereto will be 
exercised and payment enforced un. 
less the person liable for payment 
of taxes on improved or unimproy- 
ed property satisfies the assessor on 
or before March 15, 1934, that non- 
payment is due to inability to pay, 
in which case the assessor be auth- 
orized to not enforce forfeiture or 
payment until such time in 1934 as 
in his epinion payment should be 
made or some other arrangement 
arrived at; and that notice of this 
resolution and intended action be 
sent by mail to each person shown 
by the assessment roll to be affect- 
ed, as soon as possible.”

Cost of maintenance of govern- 
ment house is placed in the esti- 
mates for the coming fiscal year at 
$15,117, exclusive of salary of the 
incumbent, which is paid by the 
Dominion government. This is the 
same appropriation as was voted 
for the current fiscal year.

BENEFIT FEW ONLY 

“I will be told this is an activity 
for the benefit of the farmers.

1,648 at present.” 

Strong criticisms were directed 
by Mr, Farthing at the income tax.

He thought it was

per cent of the farmers had a tax- 
able income. Surely, he thought, 
there must be at least 100 farmers 
with $1,500 a year.

After 250 years, evidence has been} 
found supporting Robert Chevalier 
De La Salle’s suspicion that a 
treacherous crew scuttled the Grif- 
fin, first sailing vessel on the Great 
lakes, which the explorer dis- 
patched from Green Bay in 1679) 
with a valuable cargo of furs. ; | 

William McCoy, Sault Ste. Marie 
diver, has reported that he found a 
hole in the bottom of a_ water- 
logged hulk, believed to be the 
Griffin, lying in 12 feet of water 
near Hessel, Mich, and that char- 
red timbers indicated the upper 
portion had been burned away, 

McCoy descended through the 
ice and brought up a charred piece 
of timber. He said a hole about 
four inches in diameter apparently 
had been bored through the bottom 
planking at the stern. 

The Hessel Chamber of Com- 
merce is undertaking to prove that 
the hulk lying in the harbor for 
an undetermined number of years, 
is that of the Griffin, which disap- 


peared in September, 1679, along 
with its crew of 30 men. .

ARMS MOVEMENT

VIENNA, March 15,.—Rumors of 
arms shipment from Italy to Hun- 
gary caused excitement here yes- 
terday, even though an_ official 
communique branded them “pro- 
ducts of malicious fantasy.”

The Rules of Golf Committee | 
méticulously prescribes how a ball 
should be dropped or placed, yet 
& multitude of players go merrily 
on, risking penalties by their care- 
less procedure. In friendly games, 
of course, some rules are honored 
in the breach rather than by their 
observance, yet “sloppiness” in| 
friendly play sometimes leads to 
costly penalties in competitive golf. 

The committee has amended the 
dropping and placing rule to pro- | 
vide that if it is impossible, be- 
cause of the configuration of the 
ground, to prevent a dropped ball 
from coming to rest nearer to the 
hole than the place from which 
}it was lifted under the rules, the 
ball shall be placed. 

When Through the Green a ball 
is lifted and dropped under the 
rules, it must be dropped as near 
as possible to the place where it 
lay and must come to rest not 
nearer to the hole. 


| DROPPING AND PLACING 


(In the case of water pipes, cas- 
ual water, etc, “as near as pos- 
|sible’ is generally conceded to 


| mean within two club lengths.) 

A ball lifted from the putting 
green must be replaced as nearly 
as possible to the spot from which 
it was lifted. 

A ball lifted in a hazard must be} 
placed as néar as possible to the 
spot where it lay and in a similar 
lie and position 

The penalties for breach of this | 
rule are: Match play, loss of hole; \ 
| Medal play, two strokes. | 

If a ball, lifted because of casual 
water through the green, rolls into 
casual water when dropped it may 
be re-dropped without penalty. A 
ball rolling into a hazard when 
| dropped may be re-dropped without 
; penalty. No penalty is incurred if 
the ball touches the player in the 
act of dropping. 

Note the provision with regard to 
a ball lifted from the putting green. | 
It must be replaced on the spot from 
which it was lifted. This does not 
mean anywhere within six inches 
jor a foot. The player should mark 
| the location of his ball, on lifting it, 
with.a coin, Remember the rules 
also state: No mark shall be placed
